49. (Currently amended) A laminate package for an energy storage device having two 
terminals, the package being formed from a single sheet of laminate material that is folded 
along its length, the package including: 

an inner barrier layer for defining a cavity to contain the energy storage device , the inner 
barrier layer having two opposed portions that are sealinglv engaged with each other and from 
between which the terminals extend from the cavity ; 

a sealant layer being disposed b e tw e en, and b ei ng s e al i ng l y e ngag e d w i th, intermediate 
the inner barrier layer and an adjac e nt at least one of the terminals for sealing the inner barrier 
layer to that one of the terminals and for offering a barrier to the passage of one or more 
contaminants into the cavity ; and 

an outer barrier layer bonded to the inner barrier layer and having a metal laye r, wh e r ei n 
th e package s e a l ing l y conta i ns tho en e rgy storag e d e v i c e and th e t e rm i na l s ar e access i bl e from 
outs i d e the packag e for al l ow i ng e xt e rna l ele ctr i cal conn e ct i on to th e en e rgy storag e d e v i c e.

55. (Currently amended) A package according to claim 42 49 wherein the sealant layer is a 
resin containing between about 5% and 10% ethylene acrylic acid. 

56. (Previously presented) A package according to claim 55 wherein the sealant layer 
contains about 6% to 9% of ethylene acrylic acid. 

57. (Canceled). 

58. (Currently amended) A package according to claim 42 49 wherein both of the terminals 
are formed from aluminium. 
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59. (Currently amended) A package according to claim 42 49 wherein the outer barrier layer 
includes a plastics layer bonded to the outside of the metal layer. 

60. (Currently amended) A package according to claim 59 wherein the plastics layer is 
b e tw e en 15 jim and 20 about 30 urn thickn e ss thick . 

61 . (Previously presented) A package according to claim 59 wherein the plastics layer 
includes any one or more of polyethylene terephthalate (PET), polyvinylidene chloride (PVdC), 
and polypropylene (PP).
